INDIA. 

St vu a for. a papers which came to hind 
yesterday contain news from the late seat 
ui war in India to the beginning of April. 
The treaties eulered into between Sir 
Hi:kst ILutnijiUK and the Silchi have 
bee a published. Their principal point* 

■ re, that the Lahore government, anding 
itself totally unable lo pay mure than 
one*third of the million aud a half itipu- 
bled for aa sq indemnity, agree to cede 
to ui the entire territory betwixt the Beai 
and the Indus, including the provinces of 
Caihmeer and Hazarah. The revenue of 
the former of these ii lew than a quarter 
of a miUion — tin- population above 
200,000; of the latter we have no informa- 
tion. Fifty l.tkl;s were paid up hy the 
M^HAaajiii, and the Sikh gune pointed 
against u. mrrenderfd, on the ratiticalton 
of the treaty. The re-emlmdied army is 
not to exceed .14,(100, of which 1 3, BOO are 
cavalry. Thta will absorb a great purliatt 
of the remains ol the regular troops lately 
in the field. Nut more than Iifl,ll0il seem 
at any time to have been in action . and 
out uf this number liO 000 at IraiL must 
have fallen, died, or beeo disabled of their 
wounda. The control of the ferries and 
ghats is to r<- main in our hands. We
